Notice  from  the  Water  Department:  Owners  of  single  family  homes  in  S.F.  are  reminded  that  they  need  to 
install  conservation  devices  on  their  faucets,  toilets  and  showerheads  by  Feb.  28, 1995  in  order  to  continue 
to  receive  the  conservation  rate.  Rate  payers  who  complied  with  City  Ordinance  346.91,359.91  and  have 
filed  a  conservation  affidavit  with  SFWD  will  continue  to  receive  the  conservation  rate  of  $1 .17  per  unit  (748 
gallons).  All  those  that  have  not  complied  with  the  ordinances  and  have  not  filed  a  conservation  affidavit  will 
receive  the  rate  of  $1.79  per  unit.  These  rates  are  effective  March  1, 1995.  For  more  information,  phone

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It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  persons  are  going  around  on  Sunday  night  and  Monday  morning  and 
removing  various  items  from  the  blue  recycling  bins.  It  is  a  violation  of  the  city  Health  Code  Section  293.1  for 
anyone  to  remove  items  from  these  bins.  Only  the  city  and  its  authorized  collectors  (the  scavenger 
companies)  may  handle  containers  or  remove  material  placed  in  them.  HC  Section  293.1  is  enforceable  by 
peace  officers  and  specified  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Environmental  Health.  The  violation  may  be 
charged  as  either  an  infraction  or  a  misdemeanor.  The  removal  of  various  items  defeats  the  purpose  of  the 
program.  Some  homeowners  are  beginning  to  feel  that  it  is  not  worth  the  time  and  effort  to  save  cans, 
plastic,  glass  and  papers  if  someone  is  going  to  steal  it  The  small  amount  of  refund  on  our  garbage  bill  is  not 
an  incentive  to  be  a  partner  in  this  program.  If  you  see  anyone  with  a  vehicle  riding  around  the  area  and 
taking  items  from  the  bins,  please  take  the  license  number  and  report  it  to  the  Recycling  Program  at  554- 
6193.  We  understand  that  several  persons  have  been  arrested  by  this  method.

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When  rolling  dough  between  two  sheets  of  waxed  paper,  sprinkle  the  countertop  with  a  few  drops  of  water.  It 
will  keep  the  paper  from  slipping. 


If  you  have  a  recipe  that  calls  for  mashed  fruit,  try  strained  baby  food.  It’s  inexpensive  and  also  makes  a 
delicious  topping  for  pancakes. 

If  you  baking  recipe  calls  for  heavy  cream  and  you  don’t  have  any  on  hand,  substitute  3/4  cup  of  milk  with 
1/3  cup  of  melted  butter  or  margarine  added  for  every  cup  needed. 

Canned  frosting  tastes  more  like  homemade  when  you  add  a  little  sour  cream.  Spoon  some  frosting  into  a 
saucepan  and  stir  in  some  sour  cream.  Heat  just  until  smooth  and  spreadable. 


Sprinkle  cornstarch  or  powder  into  your  rubber  gloves  to  make  them  slide  off  and  on  easier.
